The '-purpose of the par- 
liamentary conference was 
to discuss the importance of 
science to the developing 
countries. Parliamentary 
representatives from Iran, 
Bulgaria, Great Britain, Nor- 
way. France, Czechoslovakia. 
Tunisia, and ot Iter countries 
agreed that economic, cul- 
tural and social advances go 
hand-in-hand' with scientific 
progress. The Ujiited States 
Government has helped train 
countless thousands of the 
most talented .individuals 
from all over the world, But 
comparativel y few of th ese 
individuals have returned to 
their native land to share 
the benefits of their U. S, ac- 
quired education and experi- 
ence, . , 

Senator Sadigh of the Iran- 
ian Parliament, whose words 
are quoted in the first para- 
graph, charged that more 
than 20,000 Iranian scientists 
and professional people have 
emigrated from Iran in tlte 
past several years. He de- 
clared: "There are 400 Iran- 
ian doctors in New York 
alone. 

Any current discussions of 
U. S. programs to educate 
foreign nationals in scientific 
and technical- subjects (in- 
cluding the recent exchanges 
at UNESCO) turn almost at 
once to a review of the "brain 
drain." .This rather ominous 
expression reveals simply 
that many of the' most bril- 
liant students in the lesser 
developed countries are giv- 
en educational opportunities 
in our country (frequently at 
federal expense) and are lost 
forever to the countries from 
which they emigrated. 

Even the highly touted In- 
ternational Education Act 
passed at the last session of 
Congress— part of a program 
which the. President' prom- 
ised would help relieve ignor- 
ance in the world — is almost 
certain to entice additional 
scholars and teachers away 
from the very countries that 
need to develop more brains 
within their own boundaries. 
Our American effqrts with 
peo ple from lesser d eveloped 
areas arc not complete fail- 
ures. Many Peace Corps 
volunteers, some teachers 
and scientists who take as- 
signments abroad (even some 
American universities, with 
overseas branches), are fur- 
nishing' much needed stimuli 
in areas where science and 
technology are desperately 
lacking. These efforts are 
recognized by those who have 
benefited. But "their influ- 
ence on legislation in Wash- 
ington is relatively insignifi- 
cant. 

Unfortunately, some repre- 
sentatives of our great insti- 
tutions of higher learning- 
including the professional 
schools — appear to be quite 
unimaginative in relation to 
the ''brain drain." As our 
nation appears to be capable 
of absorbing the entire avail- 
able supply — so far — of sci- 
entific and technological ex- 
perts, there is an understand- 
able lack of concern for the 
shortage of such talents In 
most of the other countries. 
The- goal of providing a 
world of mutual help and un- 
derstanding is quite remote 
if one nation remains ip the 
■3tQne_ag e while another ad- 
vances to the space age.

The Grass Lake School ref- 
erendum is over— 190 peo- 
ple are delighted that it fail- 
ed— 142 plus 250 school kids 
are heartbroken, Just why 
did it fail? - .

There are 
no churches, no civic clubs — 
only Grass Lake School. Why 
did so many peopje come out 
to slap down the one fine 
thing in the community— the 
one place where work is con- 
stantly being done to help 
children; help parents; and 
i n the lung run, help the 
com munity? Just where 
could money be spent that 
would do more good? Why 
didn't the community sup- 
port this reefrendum? 

Many 'retired people are 
living in this district and felt 
that they just couldn't afford 
the tax increase which prob- 
ably would have averaged 
less than 50c per week.

■ Have any of 'you ever cher- 
ished a dream or fashioning 
your own special kind of jew- 
elry? Hay Italhmann, Oak- 
wood Knolls, has- made this 
dream, come true. His wife, 
Eunice, has been the fortun- 
ate recipient of some strik- 
ingly beautiful and unique 
articles of jewelry. 

Ray. Rathmann Is a lapidar- 
ist {for those "not in the 
know") a lapidarist is a per- 
son who cuts and polishes 
gem stones), Ray became in- 
terested in becoming a lapi- 
darist about five years ago. 
When he saw his wife's cousin 
"grinding" some stones. He 
immediately bought a book 
on stones, and subscribed to 
The Lapidary Journal. He 
gradually ac quired the e quip- 
ment needed. 

On various trips 'out west, 
Ray began searching for the 
different kinds of rocks he 
wanted. At a copper mine 
near Christmas, Arizona, a 
. person could d ig^stones out 
of the rubble, for fiie~exorbl-* 
tant sum of 50c each! R was 
there that he found some of 
the bluish-green chalcedony 
stones. In visiting an 
'.'Apache Tear" mine near 
Globe, .Arizona, Ray added 
many of these jet-black rocks 
to his collection. 

The best places to find gem 
stones arc in the western 
jlates, in either the desert 
or mountainous areas. Jade 
lias often been discovered in 
Wyoming. Topaz, agate, tur- 
quoise and amethyst are fair- 
ly prevalent throughout the 
west. The chances of the 
overage person actually find- 
ing valuable diamonds, ru- 
bies or emeralds in the Unit- 
ed states are fairly rare. 

There are several diamond 
mines in Arkansas. Those 
Who wish to find their own 
diamonds, may, for .an admis- 
sion fee, dig in the rubble of 
Some of these mines. If some- 
one finds a large and valua- 
ble diamond, a certain per- 
centage of its monetary value 
ipiusl be given the mine own*

er. They may keep lesser 
diamonds, depending on. the 
size and quality of the stones. 

A good deal of crystal 
quartz is also found in Arkan- 
sas, although crystal quartz, 
and other types of quarts, are 
found throughout the states. 
Quartz was deposited there 
during the glacial period. 
Surface frost and severely 
cold weather has pretty well 
deteriorated much of it. 

Last summer the Rath- 
manns brought rocks hack 
from a copper mine, near 
Copper Harbor, Mich. In ex- 
ploring the remains of an 
abandoned smelter's furnace 
from an old copper mine, 
mixed with the debris washed 
out of nearby- Lake Koshka- 
nong, Wisconsin, they found 
more black and orange rocks. 
Although it doesn't sound 
possible, beautiful gems can 
be made from slag. 

Some- of the stones that 
Ray has worked on are car- 
nelian; .many varieties of 
agates; tiger-eye, a form of 

quartz;— honey-onyx a-gol- 

den white stone; Hematite, 
known as a black diamond; 
adventurcen, which comes 
the two colors of blue and 
gcecn; and chalcedony. The 
first jewelry he made for 
Eunice was a pendant, made 
out of a Mexican Crazy-lace 
stone, a form of agate. This 
exquisitely lovely piece has 
opaque background, w i t h 
multi-colored random luey 
design. 

Ray says that anyone could 
get a^"start" as a lapidarist 
with under $100. of equip- 
ment. The machinery is not 
particularly- difficult to han- 
dle, but it docs require u 
great deal of patience. Ray 
finds that working with his 
stones provides him with re- 
laxation from the day's ten- 
sions. Some stones can be 
finished in a few hours, but 
the more valuable stones 
generally take several weeks 
.to 
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Here's some of the Jewel- 
ry Ray'Rathmann has made 
from stones. In the fore- 
ground are some of the 
rough stones from which he 
works.

, The October total . was 
10,040- persons higher than 
the October 1005 figure, a 
month ". in which many cases 
were discontinued temporar- 
ily because of adjustments 
reflecting retroactive Social 
Security payments. . 

The' October l 000 increase 
Was attributed primarily to 
an increase in the number 
of persons receiving Medical 
Assistance only/ . There were 
35,074 persons receiving 
Medical Assistance only and 
payments amounted to $2,- 
000,040.,' Payments for modi- 
eal.-scrvicosoniy-durlng.Seiv 
tember were $2,280,410 for 
31,123 persons. The 4,551 
increase from ; September to 
October is reflected in all 
the federally aided . assist- 
ance programs.
